Andrews Holds Newspapers 


Come Within New Law

WASHINGTON. Nov. I —Elmer 
F. Andrews, the wage-hour admin- 
istrator, told newspaper executives 
today he was giving careful study 
to their contention th at the new 
maximum bour requirem ents would 
curtail newspaper service to the 
public. 
, 
Daily papers definitely come un­ 
der the act’s provisions, he said in 
a letter to Ellsba Hanson, attorney 
for the American Newspaper Pub­ 
lisher’s association. 
Then be add­ 
ed: 
“The problem of overtim e com­ 
pensation you have mentioned, in­ 
cluding th© employment of report­ 
ers on ‘continuous assignm ents’ is 
being carefully studied.” 
Hanson had said that often re­ 
porters are assigned to cover an 
election campaign, a session of a 
legislature, or a baseball season 
from beginning to end. 
Under the 44-bour maximum week 
which the new law provides. Han­ 
son had pictured the possibility of 
a newspaper owing a reporter as­ 
signed to a 13-week legislative ses­ 
sion as much as 54 weeks’ salary 
additional in overtime. 
Applica­ 
tion of such overtime provision* 
would “greatly restrict” the papers, 
be said. 
On the broad question of wheth­ 
er newspapers could be exempted 
from the act’s provisions as service 
establishm ents. Andrews said: 
“It is the opinion of the general 
counsel’s office that newspapers 
are 
not 
service 
establishm ents” 
within the meaning of exemptions 
set out in the law. 
The wage-hour act does not ap­ 
ply to “any employe engaged in 
any retail or service establishment 
the greater part of whose selling 
or servicing is in interstate com­ 
merce.” 
The 
adm inistrator 
noted 
that 
congress bad specifically exempt­ 
ed weekly or sem iw eekly news­ 
papers with circulation of less that? 
3.000. 
“lf congree* had intended to ex­ 
empt newspapers as service estab­ 
lishm ents,” 
Andrews 
said.

would not have exempted a partic­ 
ular class of newspapers.”

Th© court ha* before it an appeal 
from a Kentucky court decision 
that the constitutional amendment 
pending since 1924 Is dead because 
more than one-fourth of the state* 
have rejected It. 
The case arose from the fact that 
th© Kentucky legislature rejected 
the amendment in 1936, but recon* 
sldered and ratified it in January, 
1937. 
The Kentucky court of ap­ 
peals called 
the 
reconsideration 
illegal. 
Twenty-eight states have ratified 
the amendment, which would give 
congree* the right 
to 
regulate 
labor of person* under 18.
